Supreme Court Rejects 


Guard Killers7 Appeal 


A new execution date will 
be set in Marin Superior Court 
early next year for two San 
Quentin convicts who killed 
two guards in 1952. 
The United States Supreme 
Court today denied a hearing 
to James Alonzo Rogers, 28. 
and Eugene Burwell, 32, who 
have been/ under death sen­ 
tence since their conviction in 
Marin County in 1953. Burwell 
and Rogers had appealed to 
¿he highest court from a ruling 
by the U. S. Circuit Court- in 
San Francisco, which upheld 
the death sentences. 
Their appeal said they were 
denied due process of law by 
being forced to testify and con­ 


fess at gunpoint. 
They also 
charged they were beaten and 
denied access to public records, 
including statements made to 
prison officials. 


The law provides that a new 
date for execution must be set 
not less than 30 days and not 
more than 90 days after the ap­ 
peal has been denied.

trouble. I certainly hadn’t com­ 
mitted them to a four-hour en­ 
gagement.” 
Ring is a member of the New 
York City local of the musi­ 
cians union.

complaint “didn’t make much 
sense to us, because we hire 
a union band every year for 
our dance.

Side streets that would close 
for parking include A and B 
streets on both sides of Fourth, 
Court street between Fourth 
and Fifth, and Cijos between 
Third and Fourth. 
Streets blocked off for park­ 
ing would have lanes so that 
em ergency vehicles could get 
1 through. Also, lanes would be 
provided through the closed 
streets to serve the courthouse, 
city hall and businesses.

Supervisors Discover Smog 
Czar Wants Action Now 


Marin came in for a goodly amount 
of adverse publicity last week as smog 
czar Ben Linsky lashed out at continued 
burning in eight dumps of the county. 
And we can't say we blame him. 
Last March, after weeks and weeks 
of discussion and public hearings, the 
smog district directors passed their first 
regulation, a ban on open dump burn­ 
ing. It was to go into effect Oct. 1. 
But when that time came, seven 
months later, Marin supervisors were 
still “investigating ‘ ways to dispose of 
garbage and trash without burning. Al­ 
though most other counties in the Bay 
Air Pollution Control District had ended 
open dump burning. Marin pleaded “too 
little time.'’ The directors granted a 
60-dav extension to Dec. 1. 
Dec. 1 Marin was in exactly the same 
position it had been oil Oct. 1. A lot of 
talk had crossed many lips, voluble lip- 
service had been given to numerous 
ideas, but nothing had been done. 


The supervisors, responsible for op­ 
erations at the Smith Bros.’ county 
dump at Santa Venetia, did what might 
be expected — asked for more time 
again. 
But this time they ran into a man 
who demanded action, not sweet talk. 
Linsky indicated in advance he would 
oppose an extension, then he went be­ 
fore his board of directors, called Marin 
the area's chief violator and was in­ 
structed to file whatever charges are 
necessary to close the dumps. 
What happened then must have sur­ 
prised the supervisors. 
Most of the 
dumps were willing to comply almost 
immediately. Even the county dump was 
ready to stop burning, although it 
threatened to not accept refuse, only 
garbage. 
There are many details yet to be 
worked out. The important thing is that 
steps are being taken. The talking per­ 
iod is over. We are getting action.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Are 
safety belts in motor vehicles 
a fad or a factor in preven­ 
tion of death or injury on 
California highways? 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol expects to have more 
than 150,000 answers to that 
question by the time the Leg­ 
islature meets in Sacramento 
in 1959. 
The CHP was directed, un­ 
der a bill by Sen. John F. Mc­ 
Carthy 
(R-San 
Rafael), 
to 
evaluate all fatal accidents 
under CHP control areas in 
the interim before the 1959 
session. The investigating of­ 
ficer 
should 
comment 
on 
what effect he thought safety 
belts could have had, or did 
have if they were installed 
and in use. 


THE CONCLUSIONS of the 
investigating officers will be 
strictly opinions. But it is con­ 
sidered they're authoritative 
opinions as the officers inves­ 
tigate on an average of more 
than 7,000 accidents a month. 
While the law required the 
reports on only fatal acci­ 
dents, the CHP will go it one 
better and report on all acci­ 
dents, 
other 
than 
fender 
benders, including fatal, in­ 
jury and even property dam­ 
age accidents. 
During October, there were 
154 fatal accidents, 2,697 in­ 
jury accidents and 4,533 prop­ 
erty 
damage 
accidents, in 
which 177 persons were killed 
and 4,469 others injured.

They include six different 
passenger positions, three in 
each seat. 


IF THE VEHICLE involved 
was 
equipped 
with 
safety 
belts and they were in use, 
the officer must state if, in 
his opinion, the belts: 
1—Prevented injury. 
2—Mitigated injury. 
3—Aggravated injury. 
4—Prevented death. 
5—Caused death. 
6—Had no effect. 
If the belts were not avail­ 
able or were available but not 
in use, the officer must give 
his opinions on what the de­ 
vices “could have” done as 
to each of the six questions. 
Separate reports will be re­ 
quired for each vehicle in­ 
volved in an accident. 


INSPECTOR Dave Luettye, 
under whose supervision the 
results will be compiled, said 
the survey will be carried on 
without additional manpower 
or extensive expense. As a 
result, compilations of the 
e v a l u a t i o n s will be run 
through the machines when 
they are idled from regular 
chores. 
Luethje said it’s not known 
whether any preliminary re­ 
sults of the survey will be re­ 
leased in advance of the 1959 
legislative session.

No Special Sweetness And Light 


Results From Special Briefings 


WASHINGTON 
UTi — The 
only 
thing 
unusual 
about 
President Eisenhower’s meet­ 
ings last week with 31 con­ 
gressional leaders was that he 
was able, to hold the meetings 
at all so soon after his mild 
stroke. 
Otherwise the result could 
have been predicted: No spe­ 
cial sweetness and light for 
Congress in 1958. 
The lawmakers came away 
in that now classic frame of 
mind called a “mixed reac­ 
tion.” The Democrats more or 
less had fault to find. The 
Republicans more or less ap­ 
proved. 


EISENHOWER talked with 
Democrats and Republicans 
one day about the defense 
and 
foreign 
programs 
for 
1958, the next day with Re­ 
publicans alone about the do­ 
mestic programs. 
His domestic plans appear 
to have been sketchy and far 
from 
complete. 
Democrats 
complained his plans for de­ 
fense and strengthening rela­ 
tions with the allies didn’t 
show a sense of urgency. 
One thing seems certain: 
Russian success in missiles 
and science have so upset 
Congress that the members 
of both parties will give the 
President the money he needs 
for modern weapons, particu­ 
larly missiles. 
The Democrats were fairly 
mild in their criticism. That 
may be due to the Russian 
scare. It’s had a sobering ef­ 
fect on politicians. But that 
may be only temporary. 


THIS SEEMS to be the pic­ 
ture which emerged during 
the two days of sessions at 
the White House: 
Because 
Eisenhower 
will 
ask for increased spending for 
defense and foreign aid, it is 
almost certain there will be 
no income tax cut in 1958. 
Further, Congress will al­ 
most certainly—because 
of 
the need for revenue—con­ 
tinue the present rates of cor­ 
poration and excise (sales) 
taxes which otherwise would 
have gone down automatical­ 
ly by the end of next June. 
Eisenhower hopes—but is 
not positive he can do it— 
to keep the budget balanced, 
despite higher defense costs, 
and to avoid deficit spending 
or even an income tax in­ 
crease 


He’s going to ask about halt 
a billion more for foreign aid. 


THAT’S GOING to mean an 
awful tight squeeze unless 
Congress 
can 
find 
s o m e 
places w'here it can cut other 
kinds of government spend­ 
ing. It might, for instance, try 
to reduce defense spending in 
areas other than missiles. 
Trying to figure that one 
out is enough in itself to keep 
congressional tongues 
wag­ 
ging through 1958. But the 
administration seems to have 
ideas it can economize by cut­ 
ting spending also on domes­ 
tic programs. 
Next year is an election 
year for most members of 
Congress. Domestic programs 
affect the people back home. 
Cuts bring squawks. Squawks 
in an election year have a 
dangerous sound for politi­ 
cians. 
And Democrats a l r e a d y 
have indicated they’ll fight 
cuts in domestic programs. 
These White House ses­ 
sions had been much publi­ 
cized and long awaited. Now 
that they’re over, the outlook 
for 1958 in Congress looks 
pretty much like the outlook 
for any other year in Con­ 
gress.

Sell Now, Tell Profit 


On Installment Basis 


Do you want to make a sale 
now, but hesitate to do so be­ 
cause of the additional tax you 
would have to pay this year? 
Then consider selling now and 
reporting the profit on the in­ 
stallment basis. 
You can make the sale now, 
elect to report your profit on 
the installment basis and pay 
the tax on your profit as you 
collect the installments. If you 
make no collections in 1957, 
then you will have no tax to 
pay- 
In other words, don't pass up^ 
an opportunity to sell now at* 
a profit. Make the sale and be 
sure that you collect 30 per 
cent or less this year. Then 
make your collections in later 
years and report and pay the 
tax on the profit as you collect 
it. 
You can elect to report your 
profit on an installment sale in 
installments as you are paid if: 


1. It was a sale of real estate 
and the total amount collected 
in 1957 was not more than 30 
per cent of the selling price. 


2. It was a sale of personal 
property where: 
A. The total amount you col­ 
lected in 1957 was not more 
than 30 per cent of the selling 
price. 
B. It was personal property 
not of a kind you would in­ 
clude 
in your inventory at 
Dec. 31, 1957, if you still had 
it. 
C. The selling price was 
more than $1,000. 
The total collected in 1957 
cannot exceed 30 per cent of 
the total skiing price. This in­ 
clude j the down payment and 
all later payments collected in 
1957. 


If all the requirements un­ 
der 1 or 2 above are met, then 
you can report your profit ekch 
year as you collect it. 


This is how it works: 


Assume that you sold your 
home in 1957. This home cost 
you $10,000 in 1940. The sell­ 
ing price is $15,000. Your prof­ 
it is $5,000. Under the long 
term capital gains rates you 
are taxed on only 50 per cent 
of this profit, that is, $2,500. 


Assume that you collect a 
down payment of 10 per cent, 
$1,500. 


Your profit on this house is: 
Selling 
price, 
100 per cent, 
$15,000; less your cost, 66.7 


per cent, $10,000; profit, 33.3 
per cent, $5,000. 


Then you would report as 
your long term capital gain 
for 1957 $1,500 received; 33.3 
per cent profit—$500. This 
would be taxed at the long 
term capital gains rate, so that 
50 per cent, or $250, would be 
taxed. If you made no collec 
tions in 1957, nothing would 
be taxed. 


If you use this system, be 
sure to pick up ai.d report your 
profit on your collections each 
year as you collect them.

Did you ever try hunting 
while looking through your 
binoculars? You couldn’t walk, 
look or shoot with any success 
or safety if you did. 


That tube-like seeing would 
wipe out your useful fields of 
vision. Extensive side vision is 
vital to any kind of seeing. 
Without 
it 
sharp 
eyesight 
would be almost useless. 
You use your central vision 
to look right at things, to study 
game in detail. But side vision 
tells you where to look next. 
You spot the game first, using 
your whole field of view, then 
you center on it, perhaps using 
field glasses to make it bigger. 


MAN MUST MOVE 
The eyes of some animals 
can look in different directions 
at the same time. But man can 
see only a small area without 
moving about. He moves both 
head and eyes to sweep his 
fields of vision around like 
radar screens to tell of the 
world about him. 
Check your fields of vision 
this way: Look at an eye-level 
object straight ahead. Hold a 
pencil at arm’s length straight 
out to your right, shoulder 
high. Can you actually see the 
end of the pencil with your 
side vision 
without 
moving 
your eyes to look at it? If not,

MOVE PENCIL 
Try it on the other side, up 
and down. You should see the 
pencil 75 degrees on each side 
of your line of sight, and 50 
degrees above and below if 
your visual fields are adequate.

is 
not 
enough, to be sure. It is mere­ 
ly a demonstration. Holes can 
develop in the visual field or 
it can shrink drastically, with­ 
out the victim’s knowing it. 
Disease, some diugs, tobacco, 
alcohol can slash side vision. 


FATIGUE DAMAGING 
Optometrists 
h a v e 
found 
that loss of sleep and extreme 
fatigue cut the sensitivity of 
side vision. There may be no 
other warning signs—no blur­ 
ring, no headache nor eye­ 
strain. 
You could easily be fooled 
by a movement in the brush if 
your fields of vision are not 
up to par. You couldn’t fire a 
shotgun effectively since it is 
more “centering” in your field 
of view than it is “aiming.” 
You’d 
be 
taking 
desperate 
chances with your safety be­ 
sides.

PASTIME IN PRISON 
100 Soledad Inmates 
Fight Narcotics Habit 


SOLEDAD. 
Calif. 
(IP — “ If 
God (and NA) be for us, then 
who shall be against us?” 
This paraphrase of Romans 
8:31 is the prayer of hope 
adopted by a group of inmates 
at Soledad State Prison who 
banded together this fall in 
“ Narcotics Anonymous” (NA). 
All members of NA have 
two things in common: 
1. They are former narcotics 
addicts. 
2. They don’t want to re­ 
sume the habit upon their re­ 
lease. 
100 TAKE CHANCE 
Approximately 400 of the 
2.000 inmates of this medium 
security institution were sen­ 
tenced for narcotics violations. 
About 100 of them pass up 
television and library privi­ 
leges every Thursday night to 
attend NA meetings. 
Patterned 
after Alcoholics 
Anonymous, S ol e dad’s NA 
members freely discuss their 
problem and the background 
factors that caused them to 
turn to narcotics. 
Attending the meetings in 
an advisory capacity are W. T. 
Kiepura. correctional classifi­ 
cation officer, and Dr. Thomas 
H. Boone, consulting psychia­ 
trist. Associate Warden 
Dr. 
Norman Fenton helped guide 
NA in its formative stages. 
HELP NEEDED 
“ Each man must admit to 
his fellow man that by himself 
he is powerless to control his 
addiction, and he must turn 
to his fellow men and to God 
for the necessary help,” Prison 
Supt. Lawrence E. Wilson said. 
An example of the type of 
man working hardest for NA 
is the group’s secretary, Don 
B. He was sentenced for pos­ 
session of narcotics and will be 
paroled soon. 
His addiction 


dates back to 1950 and he has 
served several years for it be­ 
fore his current term. 
Wilson 
said 
Don 
realized 
that unless he does something 
now, “chances are high that he 
will revert back to his habit 
within a short time after his 
release.” 


ONE ANSWER 
So he embraced this pro­ 
gram to help prepare himself 
for his future and to gain addi­ 
tional strength to permit a 
successful parole. 
Don B. described NA and its 
goals this way: 
“The beauty of this whole 
thing is we are both doctor 
and patient at the same time. 
You write, talk, read and listen. 
I read, listen, write and talk. 
The resulting fellowship 
of 
mutual aid will cancel our need 
for narcotics and replace it 
with a satisfying NA way of 
life.” 
The membership puts out a 
monthly bulletin called “Pre­ 
scription NA.” It is filled with 
pep talk in the form of poetry, 
short essays and slogans. 
Wilson said it is too early 
yet to tell how effective Nar­ 
cotics 
Anonymous 
will 
be. 
None of the members have 
faced the supreme test of 
fighting off temptation upon 
their return to society. 
“ But I’m tremendously im­ 
pressed with the sincerity of 
the men attending the meet­ 
ings,” Wilson said. 


Demo Council
